Before Using IS01 


• You cannot receive or make calls in a location where the 
signal cannot be received, even within the service area. 
Calling may not be available in a location where the signal 
is weak. If you move to a location where the signal is weak 
during a call, the call may be interrupted. 

• The に 01 is a digital cell phone and can maintain a high call 
quality until the signal weakness reaches its limit. 

Therefore, once the limit has been reached, the call may be 
disconnected suddenly. 

• Note that the IS01 uses signals which may be intercepted 
by a third party. (However, the CDMA system enables highly 
confidential call communications.) 

• The に 01 is a wireless station which is compliant with the 
Radio Act, and may be subject to inspections regulated by 
the Radio Act. 

• When you insert the au に- Card, the product number 
information of your に 01 is sent to the au server for the 
security and operation status notification of the に 01. 

• Always be considerate of others around you when using your 
IS01 in public places. 

• For a child's use, read the IS01 Basic Manual and give your 
child instructions on proper use. 









Cell Phone Etiquette 


Cell phones always emit weak radio waves when 
power is on. Use cell phones in an enjoyable and 
safe manner without forgetting to be considerate of 
others around you. 


•Use of cell phones is not allowed in some places. 

• Using a cell phone while driving is dangerous and prohibited 
by law. 

• Using a cell phone in an aircraft is prohibited by law. 

•Be considerate of people around you. 

• Some people close to you in crowded places such as 
packed trains may be using a cardiac pacemaker. Turn the 
cell phone off in such places. 

• Abide by the rules of hospitals and other medical institutions 
where it is forbidden to use or carry cell phones. 

•Be considerate of where you use the cell phone and 
how loudly you talk. 

• Do not make calls in theaters, museums, libraries, and other 
similar places. Turn power off or turn on manner mode so as 
not to disturb others around you by ring tones. 

• Do not use the cell phone on a street where you might 
interrupt the flow of pedestrians. 

• Move to areas where you will not inconvenience others on 
trains or in hotel lobbies. 

• Refrain from talking in a loud voice. 

• Obtain the permission of other people before you take their 
photos with the cell phone's camera.

TV antenna 

The display portion of the main body contains 

a built-in TV antenna for TV signal reception. 

Internal antennas 

• The Bluetooth® antenna and the wireless LAN 
antenna are built in the left part of the display 
portion. The GPS antenna is built in the left part 
of the main body. The FM transmitter antenna 
is built in the left front part of the main body. 

The communication antennas are right and left part of the main body.

Charging the Battery Pack 


The battery pack is not fully charged at the time of purchase. Charge the battery pack whenj^(remaining battery level 
approx.10 %) appears. Charging time takes approximately 210 minutes.

NOTE 

• The common AC adapter 01(sold separately) is only for domestic use with a 100 V AC 
power outlet. The common AC adapter 02 (sold separately) supports a voltage of 100 V to 
240 V AC. However, the に 01 can only be used in Japan. 

• Insert and remove the connector of the microUSB-18 pin (charger) conversion cable parallel 
to the microUSB connection jack. 

• Charging is not available when the battery pack is not attached. Attach the battery pack 
before charging. 

• Be sure to close the microUSB connection jack cover when charging is finished. 

• Do not pull or twist the microUSB connection jack cover forcefully. 

• The shape of AC adapter may differ from the illustrations depending on the product. 

• Battery life may be reduced depending on the use of applications or functions.

Adjusting the Touch Panel

Setting Up Your Google Account 


The Google account setup screen appears when you start 
Market, Google Talk, or Gmail from the Main menu for the first 
time, or when you set Data synchronization (- ►P.67) for the first 
time. 


Select Next to display the に 01 setup 
screen and select Sign in ► Enter the 
user name and password of the currently 
used Google account ► Select Sign in.

♦ Keep the IS01 in the Closed Position when carrying it in a bag or a 
pocket. Carrying the に 01 in the Desktop Position or Open Position 
could result in a false operation or damage to the IS01. 

# Desktop Position is suitable for using the に 01on a desk. If the に 01 
is lifted in the Desktop Position, the display portion may become 
unstable. 

• The procedures in this manual are described in the Desktop

Releasing the microSD memory card before it is locked may cause it to 
pop-out.

If the PIN code is incorrectly entered three times 
consecutively, the PIN code will lock. Use the PUK code 
to unlock the PIN code. 

■F>IN Code 

You can set the に 01 to require PIN code entry every 
time the power is turned on, to prevent unauthorized use 
of the au IC-Card by a third party. 

The initial setting of the PIN code is "1234". You can 
change the PIN code to a four*- to eight- digit number. For 
detailed operations of changing the PIN code, refer to the 
に 01 full Instruction Manual (Japanese).

国 PUK Code 

Enter the PUK code when the PIN code is locked. 

PUK code is an eight-digit number given at the time of 
purchase, and is printed on the back side of the plastic 
card where your au IC-Card is attached.

参 When the PIN code is locked, the に 01 may be restarted for 
the security reasons.

such as missed calls or incoming mail messages. A 
notification message may be displayed on the right side 
of the indicator. Tapping the Notification area displays the 
notification panel and you can view the detailed information. 

③ Widgets (—R23) 

③ Quick Search Box (- ►P.47) 

④ Main Menu key (- ►P.20) 

⑥ Status area: Displays the status indicators (- ►P.18) to 
check the status or settings of the IS01. You can display 
the status panel by tapping the Status area. Select a status 
indicator to view the information. 

⑥ Shortcuts (- ►P.23) 

⑦ Quick Menu: Moves icons for frequently used applications 
from the Main menu to the Quick menu. (- ►P.19) 


⑨ Running application key: Displays the running applications 
list screen to switch or exit running applications.

• When you tap the area where there is no indicator or 
icon on the desktop or press C ^， only the wallpaper 
is displayed on the desktop. If you want to activate or 
set each function while only the wallpaper is displayed, 
tap the screen or press c^.

A total of three desktop screens, one for each side, 
are set by default.

Using Widgets/ 
Shortcuts 

A widget is an application (program) available by 
registering it on the desktop. 

When selecting a widget or shortcut displayed on 
the desktop, you can operate the registered widget 
or access the registered application. 

■■ On the desktop, select a widget/shortcut. 


Adding widgets/shortcuts 

① While the desktop is displayed, press (MENU) ► Select 
Add ► Select Widgets or Shortcuts. 

③ Select a widget or application to add to display the 
widget/shortcut on the desktop.
